The  three  behavioral  researchers  who  wrote  the  definitive  article  on  Applied  Behavior 
Analysis  talk  with  R.  Vance  Hall  about  why  it  was  necessary  to  develop  Applied  Behavior 
Analysis,  what  makes  it  work,  what  has  resulted  from  the  technique,  and  some  implica- 
tions of  Applied  Behavior  Analysis  in  our  changing  social  system. 

2.  B.F.  Skinner  and  Behavior  Change  -  16mm,  color,  45  min.,  includes  Discussion  Guide. 
A  distinguished  group  of  participants  from  various  disciplines  join  Dr.  Skinner 

in  facing  the  issues  and  controversies  which  behavioral  psychology  has  generated,  and 
take  the  viewer  on-site  to  witness  behavioral  interventions  with  patients,  clients, 
and  students.   It  is  a  presentation  in  which  philosophical  and  ethical  questions  are 
as  important  as  scientific  questions  -  and  all  issues  are  handled  directly,  in  a 
thought-provoking  manner. 

3.  Rewards  and  Reinforcements  in  Learning  -  b&w,  16mm,  25  min. 

Describes  behavior  modification.   Use  of  technique  is  shown  in  teaching  a  retarded 
child  to  walk,  correcting  a  lisp  in  speech  therapy,  and  teaching  a  young  child  to  tie 
a  shoelace. 
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4.   Token  Economy:   Behaviorism  Applied  -  color,  16mm,  20  min. 

The  film  begins  with  Dr.  Skinner  citing  the  five  classical  examples  of  mistreat- 
ment:  old  people,  orphaned  children,  prisoners,  psychotics,  and  retardates.   He  then 
goes  on  to  explain  the  use  of  "tokens"  in  a  program  of  reinforcement  therapy.   To 
demonstrate  his  theories,  the  film  then  takes  us  to  the  Adolf  Meyer  Center,  a  facil- 
ity of  the  Illinois  Department  of  Mental  Health,  where  CRM  Films  was  granted  per- 
mission to  film  behavioral  therapy  in  use  with  retarded  and  delinquent  adolescents. 
The  program  director,  Dr.  Bernard  Wagner,  explains  how  the  token  economy  is  practiced. 
He  points  out  the  use  of  reinforcement,  scheduling,  punishment,  extinction,  and  other 
methods  first  developed  by  Dr.  Skinner. 


5-  Dr.  Marc  Gold's

Film  Training 
Series 


This  is  a  seven  film  series  which  explains 
Gold's  philosophy  and  demonstrates  his 
methods  for  teaching  retarded  people  a  com- 
plex and  productive  task. 

Film  #1  -  Task  Analysis:   An  Introduc- 
tion To  A  Technology  Of  Instruction  -  18  min. 

Dr.  Gold  shows  the  importance  of  the 
trainer  knowing  the  task  he  is  to  teach,  and 
being  able  to  break  it  down  into  teachable 
components.   Using  different  formats,  Marc 
works  with  preschool  children  learning  to 
build  with  blocks,  to  use  screwdrivers  and  to  recognize  coin  values. 

Film  #2  -  Content  and  Process:   Two  Components  Of  Task  Analysis  -  12  min. 

Marc  trains  two  people  learning  to  assemble  electronic  circuit  boards,  showing  that, 
though  the  Subdivision  of  Steps  may  be  different  for  each  person,  the  result  is  the 
same.   What  do  you  do  when  a  learner  doesn't  learn?   In  the  answer  to  this  question 
lies  the  real  strength  of  his  system. 

Film  #3  -  Formats  For  Single  Pieces  Of  Learning:   Subcategories  Of  Process  Task 
Analysis  -  13  min. 

Match  to  Sample?   Oddity?   Paired  Associate  Learning?   How  do  you  present  the  task? 
Marc  explains  these  formats  and  demonstrates  their  use.   He  also  covers  Recognition  and 
Recall,  Successive  and  Simultaneous  Presentation.   With  demonstration  and  his  unique 
whimisical  style,  Marc  details  the  intricicacies  of  teaching  single  pieces  of  learning. 

Film  #4  -  Formats  For  Multiple  Pieces  Of  Learning  -  22  min. 

In  this  film  Dr.  Gold  explains  his  bag  of  tricks  and  covers  Multiple  Pieces  of 
Learning.   He  shows  that  much  of  what  we  learn  consists  of  pieces  of  information  hav- 
ing logical  connections  to  one  another.   As  an  example,  the  Total  Task  Presentation 
is  demonstrated  in  the  mobility  training  of  a  blind  person  with  profound  retardation. 

Film  #5  -  Feedback  -  General  Issues  -  20  min. 
Dr.  Gold  explains  the  many  facets  of  feedback. 

Film  #6  -  Feedback  -  Specific  Issues  -  15  min. 

Dr.  Gold  discusses  five  specific  rules  "that  should  be  sitting  on  the  shelf  of 
your  mind  ready  to  be  brought  into<play  on  a  second-by-second  basis."  An  experi- 
mental program  using  a  driving  simulator  shows  one  of  the  rules  in  action  with  a  learner 
with  severe  mental  retardation. 

Film  #7  -  Reinforcement  and  Influence  -  15  min. 

Most  trainers  rely  almost  exclusively  on  some  kind  of  reinforcement  system  as  the 
primary  source  of  power  for  training  people.   Dr.  Gold  argues  that  through  artificial 
reinforcement,  trainers  often  further  handicap  their  clients.   He  reveals  his  "no 
news  is  good  news"  concept  and  explores  Process  Influence  and  Content  Influence  in 
chis  most  thought-provoking  film.
